THE STAR-ROUTE RING. 
TODAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasninerton, D. C., Oct. 4.—The members 
of the star-route ring, who have been brought 
into court by information, have decided that 
the Government is thorqnghily in earnest. and 
will, therefore, appear at court tomorrow 
prepared to give bailfor their appearance. 
It is not thought thata very large bail will 
be fixed by Judge Cox, for even the Govern- 
ment does not believe that the accused intend 
torun away. They will by every means in 
their power seek to throw the cases@ut of 
court as fast as the Government presents 
them, and, failing in that, are prepared for a 
long and Wearisome trial. It isnotthe inten- 
tion af the Government to pruceed against 
the accused in most of the cases 
by information. In almost all the 
Cases, if not all, the evidence 
will be laid before{the grand jury, or enough 
of it to warrant presentation of the indiet- 
mént by that body. Information was used 
in this case rather indictment by the grand 
jury, because 
THE UNEXPECTED ACTION OF DISTRICT 

ATTORNEY CORKHILL 
in adjourning the grand jury would have 
preven ted the trial of this case at all, as the 
statute of limikation would have run against 
it. Satisfied now that the Government meaus 
to prosecute, the star-route ring do net ap- 
pear to feel very greatly alarmed. Out of 
many prosecutions begun, of this sort, by the 
Government, there have been but very few 
courviciions. Congressional, social, political 
inſtuences are often brought to bear suf- 
tieie nt to defeat the hand of 
jnstice. Some of the strongest cases 
which the Government were preparing 
against members of the ring are barred by 
the statute of limitation. It is understood 
that the strongest case against Dorsey, that 
of the fraudulent bonds whieh he caused a 
Postmaster in Arkansas to fill outin blank, 
is barred by the action of the statute of 
limitation. 
YESTERDAY’S PROCEEDINGS 
To the Western Associated Press. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct: 4.—Owing to a 
rumor that the counsel for the defendants in 
the star-route cases would this morning 
make 4 motion to quash the information filed 
against Gen. Brady and others, there was 
a large number ef lawyers and others 
present in the Criminal Court room. 
The court having been called to order, 
Gen. Brady, Messrs. French, Turner, and 
Brown, entered, accompanied by their coun- 
sel, Robert G. Ingersoll, Jeremiah Wilson, 
and Enoch Totten. The Government was 
represented by District-Attorney Corkhill 
and William A. Cook, special assistant. The 
proceedings were opened by Totten, who 
said he had found that a paper called an in- 
formation had been recently filed 

AGAINST GEN. BRADY AND OTHERS, 
and he wished to enter a motion to quash 
that paper. He asked leave of the court to 
tilé that motion, and desiréd thata day be 
fixed for its argument, 

Cook objected to filing the motion at pres- 
ent, for wien the information had been filed 
it had been accompa with an order of 
the court for the appearance of the parties. 
Until they did appear and give security to 
answer they had no legal standing. 

Totten replied that the parties were all 
present in court and ready to ask that their 
bonds should be fixed. 

Judge Cox inquired whether counsel had 
any suggestions to offer as to the amount of 
bail. 

Cook said that accord to the informa- 
tion, the amount of Which it was assumed 
the Government had been defrauded was 
$350,000. According to an act of Congress 
bail in cases of conspiracy to defraud the 
Government was fixed at $10,000, He would 
suggest, however, that in order to cover pos- 
sible costs 
THE BAIL SHOULD NOT BE LESS THAN 

$15,000. 

Wilson suggested that in fixing the amount 
of bail the Court ought to examine the 
pretended information in order to learn 
the character of the allegation against the 
defendants. He instanced the averments 
against Turner and French, which consisted 
simply of a charge of conspiracy and the 
making of some calculations, and said that 
upon such averments bail of $15,000 or $10,- 
000, or $5,000 was a little mere than the Court 
ought to grant. What applied to these two 
gentlemen applied to all the defendants. 
The whole gravamen of the e against 
Gen. Brady was that he did not exercise a 
sound and judicial discretion in the discharge 
of his duties as Setond Assistant Postmas- 
ter-Generai. There Was nothing in the in- 
formation that he could see that would war- 
— the Court in fixing a high amount of 


INGERSOLL, 
who appears for Brown, contended that the 
Court should, only fix the bail at a high 
enough amount to secure the attendance of 
the defendants. 

Cook said the question of the character of 
the information was not now before the 
court, but that when it came to be a question 
of evidence, the Government expected to 
produce adequate proof to sustain the in- 
formation. 

Judge Cox did not think this was a case 
which would requfe any large amount of 
bail. He would examing the information 
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tonight, and fix the bail — Wnen 
bail was fixed he would determine upon a 
day to hear the argument on the motion to 
quash the information. It would probably 
be some time next week. 

Totten’s motion was then filed and the 
defendants discharged on their personal 
recognizauce. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

WasnineoTon, D. C., Oct. 4.—The appear- 
ance of the accused star-route conspirators 
in court this morning, attended by Col. R. G. 
Ingersoll, Totten, and Jerre their 
counsel, attracted an interested audience. 
‘Brady, French, Turner, and Brown came in 
together and took seats, looking easy and 
cheerful. Col. Totten said that he wished to 
enter a motion to quash what purported to 
be an information filed on Friday last against 
his client, and gave notice that he would do 
so on Thursday next. Col. Ingersoll made a 
similar statement for Brady. 

Cook, for the Government, said that none 
of the parties accused in the inférmation had 
appeared and put themselves in the hands of 
the law. Until they should, they should not 
be allowed to appear in such a motion as 
this, but it would be proper after they had 
entered bail for their appearance. 

TOTTEN AND INGERSOLL 

at orice said that their clients were ready to 
enter their recognizance, except McDonough, 
who was in New Mexico. Thereupon Brady 
stepped forward to the desk, and was fol- 
lowed by French, Turner, and Brown. As 
they stood in a row before Judge Cox, who 
will probably try them, the court-room was 
packed with prominent men and members of 
the Bar.qOne of the two petit jaries, from the 
which the jury which willtry them will be 
drawn, was in the jury seats. Each defend- 
ant entered his own recognizance for his ap- 
pearance tomorrow. 

In regard to the ball to be fixed, there was 
a sharp passage between Ingersoll and Cook, 
the latter claiming that it should not be less 
than $10,000, in view of the large loss to the 
Government by the conspiracy, and the pen- 
alty provided in the statute. 

INGERSOLL SNBERED 
at the information as of no legal effect, and 
said that if all the acts were admitted no of- 
fense had been committed.

It the conduct and tonver- 
sation of the crowd present in court today is 
to be taken as a measure of the sentiment of

THE RINGSTERS. 

There is a general conviction heros that, 
under President Arthur’s Administration, 
the investigation of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, started by Secretary Windom and 80 
suddenly stopped, will be reopened and car- 
ried through. Of course, this — will 
not be done until the next Secretary 
the of Treasury is appointed. There is 
considerable nervousness in official head- 
quarters in apprehension of the coming in- 
vestigation. This much is known—that 
President Arthur, in speaking of the alleged 
star-route frauds to the Attorney-General 
and Lostmaster-General, and to Bliss, de- 
clared, in a general way, that all the frauds 
upon the Government should de exposed, 
and whenever there was evidence of fraud 
it should be investigated. The President 
indicated that such would be his policy, as, 
in his opinion, public officers who betrayed 
their trust or misused their power should be 

NOT ONLY EXPOSED BUT PUNISHED, 
and that, on the other hand, where allega- 
tions of misconduct were made there was no 
way to clear the parties accused if they were 
innocent except to thoroughly . investigate 
the accusations, It will be remembered that 
the committee appointed to investigate the 
custodian’s office in the Treasury submitted 
a preliminary report implicating a number of 
persons. Custodian Pitney was dismissed, 
but the report was locked up and investiga- 
tion stopped. Soon after the submission of 
this report President Garfield was shot, and 
had that not occurred, and had he recevered, 
no doubt the investigation would have been 
prosecuted. 

IT I8 UNDERSTOOD 
a motion will be entered tomorrow by coun- 
sel for the defendants in the star-route case 
to quash the information proceedings begun 
Friday last. In addition to the reasons al- 
ready announced, the motion will includea

THE ASSASIN. 
END OF THE EXAMINATION OF EVIDENCE. 
Spectu. Dispdtc,. to Tae Chicag Tridune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 4.—-Af ter a some 
what protracted examination of Dr. Laimb, 
the grand jury considered the evidence. Dr. 
Lamb had illustrated his testimony by very 
careffilly-prepared charts, and is understood 
to have expressed the opinion to the jury that 
thé wound was necessarily mortal. After a 
comparatively short deliberation the jury re- 
turned a presentment against Charles J. 
Guiteau for murder. On the presentment 
an indictment will be prepared, and after a 
true bill has been returned by the grand 
jury Guiteau will be brought into 
court to plead to it. The  District- 
Attorney does not make publie 
his purposes respecting. the arralgument 
of Guiteau. He does not ¢are to have the 
time when this is to be done very widely ad- 
vertised. He says, however, that he has no 
special fear of any attempt at violence, aiid 
that Guiteau will be brought froin the jail 
and to the court 

IN THE VAN 
in whieh ail prisoners are carried. It 18, 
however, regarded as probable that Guiteau 
will be arraigned tomorrow. Mis brother-in- 
law and counsel, George Seoville, of Chi- 
cago, arrived here this afternoon, and, aft er 
a brief interview with the Distriet-Attorney, 
drove to the jail, where he had a long interview 
with Guiteau. Sceville is more than ever 
impressed, itis understood, with the belief 
that Guitean is not responsible, and that he 
seems to have absolutely no conception of 
the enormity of the crime which he has com- 
mitted, or, in taet. that he has committed any 
crime. Mr. Scoville has received a number 
of offers of assistdnce, must of them from 
unconspicuous persons, but one or two from 
men Who rank well in the profession. It is 
understood that 
EXVUDGE CURT, OF NEW YORK, 

Who condueted the defense in the Buford 
murder case in Kentucky, has offered his 
services, and that Scoville will go to New 
York tomorrow, or as soon as Guiteau is ar 
raigned, for the purpose of consulting with 
him. Curtis is understood to have been con- 
vinced that Guiteau is morally irresponsible. 
Scoville has informed the District-Atterney 
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he is nabin vor ei any testimonial de- 
att or any defense based upon the treat- 
ment of the physicians. He desires, in con- 
ducting the defense, as much as possible to 
clear the family as well as Guiteau of the 
stain by proving to the jury that the assasin 
was and Is insane. 

HOW THE ASSASIN ACTED. 

Mr. George Scoville, the brother-in-law 
of Guiteau, arrived imghis city this morning 
at 9 o’clock, and, a hasty breakfast pro- 
ceeded at once to the jail where Guiteau Is 
confined. The prisoner was brought into 
the Warden’s oflice to meet Mr. Scoville, and 


the guards. then withjrew. leaving the two 


men. In conversation with Mr. Scoville this 


evening, he stated to your correspondent | 


that the prisoner was glad to see him, and 
said his was the only friendly face he had 
seen in many days. He said he had written 
several letters to Mr. Scoviile and his wife 
(Guiteau's sister), but had not received any 
reply, and thought they had not been sent, 

“ What do you propose to do in the case, 
Mr. Scoville?“ 

“T saw the District-Attorney, Col. Cork- 
hill, today, and he promised to let me know 
when Guiteau would be arraigned. 

THE SOONER THIS 18 DONE THE BETTER, 
so far as I am concerned, for I have a great 
deal of work ahead in defending the priso- 
ner. Ishall plead ‘Not guilty’ to the in- 
dictment, and ask the Court to grant time 


for the taking of testimony. My defense will,

Corkhili today, that he will be brought up 
from the jail tomorrow to plead to the in- 
dictment, and will then be remanded for 
trial. I do not anticipate that we will be de- 
layed more than three weeks in getting to 
trial.“ 

“Will you remain here constantly?“ 

“No. As soon as Gulteau is sent back to 
jail shall go to New York, consult 
with the gentiemen 1 have alluded 
to. From there 1 shall go to 
Boston, Mass., where Guiteau has a brother, 
from whom I desire certain documentary 
evidence as to his insanity. Before I return 
to Washington I shall visit the Oneida Com- 
munity and Vineland, N. J., as 1 am told 
that several important witnesses reside in 
these places. One witness of his insanity 
before the shooting would be worth dozens 
since the affair, for it would at once be said 
that we were trying to get him free on an old 
dodge. 

“TAVE YOU RECEIVED ANY AID

None in the world, except what my wife 
and myself will furnish, We had intended 
to let the Courtassign him counsel, but when 
J received Guitean’s request through Col.

“TOW DOES GUITEAU FEEL 


about appearing in court?” 

“He is naturally of a timid disposition, and 
the recent atiengt upon his lite has fright- 
ened him considerably. He fears 
violence when he is being taken to 
court and has requested me to use 
every effort to insure his safety. I assured 
him today that I did net anticipate any at- 
tack upon him, and that the authorities 
would see that he was protected. While talk- 
ing with him this morning I asked him about 
the attack on the guard Medill, and he stat- 
ed that on the night it occurred he was lying 
in his bed partly awake, with his face toward 
the cell-door.

The knife 
about which so much has been said was 
found on the floor. Guiteau denies ever 
having had it in his possession, but says Me- 
Gill dropped it out of his pocket, first; how- 
ever, cutting a hole in his clothing to make 
it appear that the prisoner had done it. 
Whatever his other faults, I have always 
found the prisoner truthful in his dealings 
with me, and I must say that I am inclined 
to believe his version of the affair.”

It is supposed by 
some that Guiteau will be arraigned before 
the adjournment of court today, in order 
that there shall be no crowd gather in expec 
tation of it. About 1 o’clock the grand jury 
took a recess, and Foreman Churclimati pro- 
ceeded to the office of the District-Attorney 
and placed in Corkhill’s hands the present- 
ment against Charles J. Guiteau for the mur- 
der of James A, Garfield, President of the 
United States, by wounding him with a bul- 
let fired from a pistol in the hands of Charles 
J. Guiteau, at the Baltimore & Potomac 
depot, on the A of July, A. D. 1881. Benja-

Justice Send- 
der, of the Supreme Court, in an address to

THE PRESIDENT. 
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Wasntnetor, D. C., Oct. 4—The Presi- 
dent arrived here this afternoon, and was 
driven directly to his temporary residence at 
Senator Jones’ house. A few persons 
called on him this evening. The President’s 
health is better than it was .when he went to 
New York. It was not generally known 
that for two or three days last week he was 
quite sick, having caught a severe cold, and 
for atime being, it was feared, threatened 
with pneumonia. President Arthur has sur- 
prised even his most intimate friends with 
his reticence. He said almost nothing to any 
of them of his purpose, and a warm friend says 
that Grant was, in his reticent days, a chat- 
terbox in comparison with Arthur now. He 
has, however, informed his friend that it is 
his purpose to make no change at present in 
offices, and to make such appoiniments only 
as are necessary because of vacancies. 

Td the Western Associated Press. 

WASmxorox, D. C., Oct. 4— President 
Arthur, accompanied by Jamieson, of the 
railway mail service, and Reed, his secretary 
and stenographer, arrived this afternoon in 
the limited express train from New York. 
The party were at once driven to his resi- 
dence on Capitol Hul. He passed a very 
quiet evening, and had but a few callers, as it 
was not generally known he was in the city. 

SPECULATIONS. 

President Arthur has not yet fully decided 
as to his Cabinet appointments, as he has 
been compelled to give much of his time to 
the disposition of private affairs. This much 
can be stated with positiveness, he has as- 
sured Postmaster-General James and Secre- 
tary Hunt that they can remain in his Cabi- 
net as long as they desire to retain their 
positions, and that he wishes them to remain 
in the positions they now hold. Both of 
them will remain. Secretary Blaine will 
retire as early as he really wishes 
to do 80. The story that Secre- 
tary Blaine wishes to remain in the 
Cabinet is not true. This was stated to the 
Western Associated Press Agent today by a 
very prominent Republican who has the 
closest personal relations with Blaine. This 
gentleman said that, a few days after Gar- 
field’s death, he was in New York where he 
met Gen. Grant; that the conversation nat- 
urally was about Garfield’s death and 
Arthurs elevation to the Presidency. This 
gentleman said he was much pleased with 
Arthur's inaugural, which was just out, it 
being the very gay that Arthur took the oath 
of office at the Capitol, and that he believed 
President Arthur had the material in him to 
make a good President. 

GRANT REPLIED 

that those who doubted it would be mis 
taken, Arthur was the equal in every re- 
spect of Garfield, except in oratory, and in 
personal independence and singleness of 
purpose his superior.

BANK TAXATION. 
FULL TEXT OF THE DECISION RENDERED 
THIS MORNING BY COMMISSIONER RAUM. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 4.—Commission- 
er Raum today rendered the following de- 
cision in relation to the taxation of banks 


and bankers: 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, Orr INTERNAL 
REVENUE, WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 4.— Where 
deposits are made by cheeks or drafts which are 
immediately carried to the eredit of the de- 
positgr, and which are subject at once to pay- 
ment by check or draft, they must be treated 
as taxable deposits on the day the same are re- 
ceived and entered to thé credit of depositor, 
but in adjusting daily balances clearing- house 
settlements will be recognised, and banks and 
bankers will rectify balances appearing on their 
books at the close of each day's busifiess by de- 
ducting the amount of checks received from 
the clearitig-house each morning, treat ng such 
checks as though they had been received and 
charged up before the close of business ou the 
previous day. Where a banker burrows money 
upon the plecge of stocks or bonds for the pur- 
pose of compieting payment for the same stocks 
or bonds, the money 80 received cannot be 
treated asa deposit within the meaning of the 
statute: Where a banker receives money for 
immediate investment in bonds wr stocks, 
either in partial or full payment for same, 
and such money is so invested on the day it is 
received or on the following day. it is not a de- 
— but where money is received for future 

ivestments in bonds or stocks, it would be sub- 
ject to the order of the customer, and must be 
treated as a de t sul ject to taxation. Where 
a banker sells bonds or stocks reveived from or 
held by bim for a customer ahd remits the pro- 
ceeds on the day the same are received, or on 
rey following day, the amount is nota deposit; 

but where such proceeds are carried to the credit 
of the customer and held subject to his check or 
draft, such money is a deposit subject to taxa- 
tion. Where money, checas, or drafts are re- 
ceived by a bank or batiker and carried to the 
éeredit uf the yore who delivers the same, or 
for Whose use same are delivered, they be- 
come and are a deposit in the hands of the bank 
or banker, and if subject to check or draft, or

THE CONVENTION. 
A RUMPUS PROMISED. 

Special Dispatcn to The Uhi-ago Tribune. 
New York, Oct, 4.—It is questionable 
whether the Republican State Convention to 
be held here tomorrow will be as harmoni- 
ous ,as many have for the past two or three 
days predicted. It has been held 
by some of the leading Stalwarts, 
or, as they are dubbed in State 
politics now, Conklingites, that they were 
for peace, and did not intend to do anything 
that would tend to disrupt the proceedings. 
They have been, as they allege, for peace, 
always fighting fairly as they could, 
but when beaten willing to abide 
the result. They have insisted that 
they were not “kickers” in any sense 


of the word, andjconsidered it very absurd to 


talk at all about either Conkling or anti- 
Conkling majorities, for they desired to 
unite upon the broad platform of Republic- 
anism, and fight the battle out for the good 
of the party. 
THESE VERY HIGH TONED 
and disinterested sentiments do not ap- 
pear to be carried out by the action 
of the leaders today, and it will be very 
strange, indeed, if the proceedings of the 
session are characterized by that flow of 
good feeling which the adherents of Mr. 
Conkling were anxious to make the pub- 
lic believe, and as not only possible but 
probable to exist. The convention is to be 
held at the Academy of Music, and it is be- 
lieved that the business of the body will be 
disposed of in one day; but this is uncer- 
tain, as the probable fight over contested 
seats will consume much time. 
THE MOST INTERESTING CONTEST 

to come before the committee on contested 
seats is that of the First District of Oneida 
County. Mr. Conkling heads the delegation 
on one side, and ex-State Senator Lowry on 
the other. Mr. Conkling, it is said by 
his nearest friends, will not be in 
town. IIis alternate, Mr. II. D. Pixley, is

EDISON. 
VERY HAPPY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

NRW York, Oct. 4.—Mr. Thomas A. Edi- 
sou was very happy this afternoon. Ile had 
just finished a satisfactory test of the largest 
dynamo machine ever erected—a machine 
having a capacity for 1,000 or more of his 
electric lights. “We have been building 
dynamos of fifteen-light power and of sixty- 
light power,’’ said the electrician, 
but have seldom gone above the latter size, 
although our 100-light machine proved a suc- 
cess. But here I have jumped of a sudden 
up to a dynamo of over 100 times the 
capacity of the 1004light machine. The 
world will be somewhat startled when 
it learns fully of this new departure. I 
don’t hesitate to aver that it is the biggest 
move ever made in the utilization of elec- 
cricity. I have worked slowly on my proi- 
ect, saying nothing of my plans, for I do not 
hesitate te acknowledge that more than once 
Ihave feared that complete success would 
not readily come.“ 

IT WAS A MONSTER MACHINE, 
weighing several tons, before which Mr. 
Edison drew up as he made these remarks. 
“Here is the result of my labors, or rather 
that which will present the results,“ he said, 
as he gently stroked the polished sur- 
face of the polished iron. The prin- 
ciple upon which this dynamo is constructed 
is precisely the principle seen in my 
smaller ones. In the sixty-light machines 
there are two magnets. In this there are 
twelve. The former’s magnets together 
weigh a little less than 650 pounds. In this 
each of the twelve will push the scales to 685 
pounds. One of the distinguishing features 
of this machine is in the position of its mag- 
nets. In other dynamos the magnets stand 
erect; here they lie upon their sides. Com- 
ing back to 

A COMPARISON IN SIZE, 
the armature of this revolving dynamo is of 
copper bars, while in the sixty-light ma- 
chine their purpose is served by fine wires. 
Their respective powers are eighty-horse 
power for the sixty-light machine and 180 
for this.” 0 

Mr. Edison gave an exhibition of the dy- 
namo, and remarked, as it performed its 
functions perfectly: 

“Just think of it! You are seeing what 
nobody has ever witnessed before today or 
outside of this room—1,000 electric lights all 
from one dyname. Many men will dispute 
this fact until they have seen the display 
with their own eyes.“ 

The great machine itself was an interest- 
ing object as it ran at full speed, the engine 
making six revolutions a second—suflivient 
to drive a railroad locomotive a mile a min- 
ute. The revolving armature, going round 
at the same rate, was 

ALL AGLOW WITH ELECTRIC FLAME 

of indescribabie hues. ‘There appeared to be 
abundant reason for the enthusiastic ejacu- 
lations of satisfactions which came from the 
electricians. It cost $6,000 to erect the ma- 
chine, and the same amount was expended 
on a similar one of slightly less power 
just shipped to Paris for exhibition in 
the electrical exposition there. This one 
goes to London, where it will be operated by 
the Edison Light Company of Great Britain. 
it was boxed for shipment this afternoon. 
Mr. Edison said that he should proceed to 
construct at once twenty-four of the largest 
size machines for use in New York.

THREATENED COLLISION.

St. PAUL, Minn., Oct. 3.—A mounted detach- 
ment consisting of three companies of the Fifth 
Infantry. under command of Capt. Simon 
Snyder, Fifth Infantry, has been ordered out 
from Fort Keogh in the direction of the head- 
waters of the Red Water River in order to pre- 
vent a threatened collision between a large 
body of whites_engared in hunting buffalo in 
that vicinity afid a band of Yanktonnais Indians 
from Poplar Creek Agency. For several weeks 
past parties from Glendive and other points on 
the Yellowstone and the Missouri Rivers have 
been followius up the buffalo and killing them 
by the hundreds tor the sake of the hide 
mereiy, leavm behind a broad, well-defined 
trail marked by bleaching bones and decay ing 
carcasses. As the herd has been approaching 
nearer the Agency the [ndians have been get- 
ting more restive at the encroachment of the 
whites on their hunting grounds and this wanton 
destruction of their game, and at length have 
started out to drive off the intruders. The 
whites, on the other band, learning the 
hostile intention of the Indians, have 
banded together for seif-detense, and are 
preparing to stand a siege. Itis reported that 
about 500 men are engaged in the slaughter of 
the buffalo. and, in case a meeting should oc- 
cur, some hot work is expected, as the party 
contains many old frontiersmen and Indian- 
fighters, and the Yanktonnias are said to be de- 
termined to resist this raid ou the rapidly de- 
creasing game on their reservation. The Red

THE OKA INDIANS.

MONTREAL, Oct. 4.—The Seminary of St. Sul- 
pice has settled the long standing difficulty 
with the Oka Indians by making arrangements 
with the Ontario Government for the purchase 
of 26,582 acres of land in Gibson Township, Dis- 
trict of Muskoka, for the occupation of the Oka 
Indians. Twelve hundred acres are now used 
by them at Oka, so they will lose nothing 
by the exchange. Besides, they will be 
paid for any improvements that have 
been made on their old properties. 
Dwelling houses 18 by 14 feet will be erected for 
them, and provisions sufficient for fifteen days 
will be supplied. There are now about 1% fami- 
lies at Oku. About forty-five families will leave 
within fifteen days for their new homes. A 
meeting of the braves was held last Sunday at 
Oka, when they agreed to accept the offer made 
by the seminary.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 3, 1881.—It has been aptly 
said with reference to the public opinion whfch 
requires of President Arthur that be should 
keep the Cabinet of President Garfield that 
that is something more than Garfield himself 
could have done. 

If it is a secret, itis one pretty widely open, 
that there were dissensions in President Gar- 
neld's Cabinet that would certainly have pre- 
vented its continuance asa whole through his 
Administration. 

The difficulties, which took various forms, 
began in what Attorney-General MacVeagh re- 
garded as principiés of action that were the 
groundwork of buman wisdom in public af- 
fairs, but which Mr. Blaine defined as lunar 
politics.” 

Not to dell upon detatis, there was

over the Chandler nomination that threatened 
the disruption of the Cabinet, the Attorney- 
Genera! being peremptory that be would resign 
if Chandler should be confirmed and commis

In May last Tue TRIBUNE called attention 
to the shameful abuses of the straw-bail sys- 
tem in this county, and urged the State’s- 
Attorney to do his whole duty in the prem- 
ises. We are bound to say that Mr. Mills re- 
sponded in a proper spirit to this demand, 
and at his instance bonds to the amount of 
$50,000 were declared forfeited, and execu- 
tions on account of them placed in the 
Sheriff’s hands. It is now stated that none 
of these executions, or but one or two, have 
been satisfied. When they were first given 
to the Sheriff he asked the County Board to 
indemnify him against the possibility of loss 
in making levies and advertising. The Board 
promptly agreed to do so by resolution. The 
whole responsibility for the failure to bring 
the bondsmen to time therefore rests upon 
the Sheriff. It he has not Bailiffs who 
can hunt down the delinquents he should 
find others who can. Every forfeitea bail- 
bond, it should be remembered, represents a 
miscarriage of justice, amounting usually 
to the escape of a eriminal. The business of 
contributing to this end should be made so 
risky and expensive that no responsible per- 
son will care toengage init. If the execu- 
thons are pressed with diligence and a record 
kept of the delinquencies, the practice will 
soon be broken up. In any event, a com- 
fortable sum will be brought into the County 
Treasury, and part of the enormous expense 
of keeping up the criminal courts be thereby 
defrayed. 


By the blundering stupidity of an outside 
reporter the action of the West Park Com- 
missioners was misrepresented—making the 
Commissioners refuse to change the name 
of Central to Garfield Park, whereas exactly 
the opposit was done: 

Commissioner Brenock moved that the name 


2 Central Park be changed to that of Garueld 
ark. 

Commissioner Carter doubted the right of the 
bourd to change names. And the Secretary was 
called or to produce precedents. He stated 
originally the three west parks—Humboldt, Cen- 
tral, and — — been called North, Cen- 
trai, and South Parks respectively, and that the 
North and South had been changed to Hum- 
boldt and Dougias by the board. Central up to 
the present remained unchanged. 


The resolution was then unanimously 
adopted. The South Park Commissioners, 
as the people learned with some astonish- 
ment a few days ago, had conferred the 
name Jackson (Stonewall!) on the East Park. 
Hence the Central Park of the West Side 
system was the only large one left withouta 
distinctive name. It is, fortunately, well 
adapted to bear the name of Gartield, being 
the most accessible of all the parks, with the 
exception of Lincoln Park, and having a 
large area, improved and unimproved. The 
propriety of conferring the name of Stone- 
wall Jackson upon the largest of all the 
parks is more open to question; and up to 
this time the State-sovereignty Democratic 
Commissioners of the South Parks, ap- 
pointed by State-supremacy Judges, are the 
only persons who have been forcibly struck 
by the fitness of the christening. The peo- 
ple of Hyde Park, we are not surprised to 
learn, viewed it with very moderate enthusi- 
asm, for the name is not euphonius of itself, 
nor was there any sufficient reason why 
Adams and Madison, to say nothing of Ham- 
Uton and Franklin, should be jumped over 
to do honor to Stonewall. 
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THE star-route prosecutions are bound to 
come to a Jame and impotent conclusion if 
there is not perfect harmony among the 
counsel retained for the Government. We 
do not see how this end ean certainly be at- 
tained without the dismissal of District-At- 
torney Corkhill. He has been openly ac- 
cused of treachery to the cause. His failure 
to secure an indictment at the last session of 
the grand jury, when the statute of Jimita- 
tions was coming into operation before the 
next regular session would occur, was an in- 
excusable blunder. No good lawyer could 
overlook the statute of iimitations in sucha 
case. Corkhill’s negligence was either willful! 
and criminal or it was proof of his incompe- 
tency for the position he now occupies. Either 
way, he should pay the penalty for it, which 
ought to be prompt dismissal from office. It 
is not fair to the eminent lawyers engaged in 
these cases that they should be compelled to 
keep one eye upon Corkhill and another 
upon the prosecution ahead of them. There 
ought to be no apprehension of a fire in the 
rear, and no lukewarm advocates in the 
front. After what has taken place it will be 
impossible to repose implicit confidence in 
the integrity and intelligence of Corkhill in 
other cases that the Government may have to 
try in the District. The local administration 
of justice in Washington is notoriously loose 
and inefficient. The sympathy of the juries 
and ot the inferior court officials is almost 
invariably with persons accused of fraud 
upon the Government, which is regarded as 
a common prey. When a flagrant breach of 
duty is noted, asin the matter of the star- 
route prosecutions, an example ought to be 
made of the offender. A good test of the 
sincerity of the Administration in carrying 
forward these trials will be the disposition 
made of Corkhill

GROWING SCARCITY OF GOLD IN THE 
WORLD 


Emile de Laveleye, the eminent French 
whiter on financial matters, publishes in the 
International Review for October an article 
on the “Future of Gold.” The article em- 
bodies a great collection of facts, including 
whatis known of the history of goid produc- 
tion in ali ages and countries. When the gold 
discoveries were made in California and Aus- 
tralia, and those countries were sending their 
$170,000,000 of gold annually into the mar- 
kets of the world, Chevalier and Cobden 
raised the alarm that the world would be 
submerged with gold, This was about 1850, 
In 1869, gold production having diminished, 
the London Economist stated that the 
present annual supply of $150,000,000 
of gold is no more than sufficient 
to meet the requirements of the ex- 
panding commerce of the world.“ In 1871, 
after Germany had decided to demonetize 
silver, the same paper stated the annual sup- 
ply ot gold to be anly $100,000,000, and pointed 
vut that the German policy would cause a 
severe strain upon the stock of gold on hand. 
The danger foreseen is now at hand, Silver 
has been demonetized, and the stock of mon- 
ey inthe world isnow only fed by gold, the 
production ot gold continues to diminish, 
and of that produced the United States has 
for three years retained the whole product 
of the American mines. The annual pro- 
duction of gold now is less than $100,000,000, 
and its foreign coinage is now practically 
suspended. 

M. de Laveleye says that It is clearly 
evident that these circumstances united— 
viz.: the proscription of silver, the decrease 
in the production of gold, and the draining of 
gold to America~have led to an apprecia- 
tion of gold, a fallin prices, and to the pres- 
ent crisis, as the inevitable consequence of 
monetary contraction.”’ 

Using the valuable work of Dr. Suess, the 
German author, the writer examines the 
probabilities of further discoveries of gold. 
The discovery of fresh countries is often the 
cause of an influx of gold; the old countries 
have completely ceased producing gold, and 
it is only in regiuns yet unexplored that there 
can be hope to discover fresh veins. History 
records the finding and production of gold in 
Asia beginning at an early date, but the 
sources of this supply closed in the Middle 
Ages. In time the European gold mines 
were exhausted, After the discovery of 
America the Spanish possessions yielded 
much gold, but no more gold is yielded from 
these parts now. From 1500 to 1875 the pro- 
duction of gold in South America was nearly 
$1,100,000,000. The alluvium beds having 
been exhausted, the working of the veins 
was begun, but with ne profit, and the au- 
nual product has fallen to less than $1,000,- 
000. Among the gold-producing countries 
of ancient times Africa took high rank. but 
the richness in gold of the African continent 
is a thing of the past. It yields to-day about 
$1,200,000 a year, though since 1495 Africa, it 
is estimated, has produced $500,000,000 of 
gold. 

The three important centres of production 
at the present time are Siberia, the United 
States, and Australia. In Siberia the product 
since 1869 has averaged about $27,000,000 a 
year. In the United States the produc- 
tion has decreased rapidly; Montana, in 
1866, produced $18,000,000 of gold; now it 
does not exceed $2,500,000. From 1864 to 
1871, Idaho produced annually over $5,000,- 
000, and in 1880 its product was $510,000. 
Oregon and Washington had declined 75 per 
cent in their gold production. California 
has passed through the three habitual pe- 
riods of gold production: (1) The washing of 
the river sands; (2) the suvertficial washings; 
and (3) the excavation of the “deep leads 
and veins, and the annual production is now 
from $15,000,000 to $17,000,000. The total gold 
production of the United States amounted 
in 1878 to $47,266,107, in 1879 to $38,900,000, 
and in 1880 to $36,000,000. In Australia the 
production of gold has followed the course 
of California, The yearly average from 1856 
to 1860 was $60,000,000; in 1879it had fallen to 
$27,000,000. Large amounts of the Australian 
gold are used in the dealings with China and 
Japan, and much of it is absorbed in do- 
mestic uses. 

The story is everywhere the same. The 
abundance of gold is obtained from the deep 
alluvium, and when this has been exhausted, 
and need requires the excavation of the deep 
leads and veins, the production ceases to be 
protitable, and each dollar found costs two 
dollars to find it. M. de Laveleye says: 


From fii these facts Dr. Suess concludes that 
the desire to maké everywhere gold the only 
coinage, to the exciusion of silver, is pure mad- 
ness. Geology opposes it. There does not egist 
in the world gold enough for that purpose. The 
true money metal is silver. Locke was right in 
saying. Silver is the instrument and measure 
of cammerce in all the civilized and trading 
parts of the world“: and Bagehot expressed the 
same opinion before the Silver Commission of 
1876 (Question 1,380): Silver is the normal cur- 
rency of the worid.”’ 


The total quantity of this metal produced 
since the discovery of America in 1492 is 
estimated at 87,000, 000, 000. Of this quantity 
perhaps $5,000,000,000 remain in the form of 
money and ornaments. Mr. Loebeer asserts 
that there exists as money in civilized eoun- 
tries (excluding India and the extreme 
East) $3,350,000,000 of gold and $2,100,000,000 
of silver. Up to 1873 the world’s currency 
was supplied by gold and silver united 
equaling $175,000,000 annually, but it is now 
kept up alone by the $100,000,000 of gold. 
Trade consumes probab!y $60,000,000 an- 
nually. Manufactures and the arts require 
$10,000,000 anuually in the United States, 
and an equal sum is consumed for the same 
purpose in France, and as much in England, 
making 830. 000, C000 in these three countries, 
India takes between $10,000,000 and $15,000,- 
000 every year; the remainder is what is left 
for coinage. 

The entire gold product of the United 
States is less than 72 cents per head of the 
population of this country. The entire an- 
nual product of gold throughout the world, 
putting it at $100,000,000, is only equal to 
about seven cents per head of the world’s 
population. From this annual supply of 
gold one-third) must be deducted for other 
purposes, leaving the amount to be used for 
money at not exceeding five cents per head. 

M. de Laveleye thus concludes his paper, 
which is one of the most interesting and in- 
structive contributions to the discussions of 
monetary affairs: 
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THE WEW YORK “ MACHINE.” 

Any one who has heretofore been in doubt 
as to the nature of the New York “ma- 
chine,” which has run the Republican party 
in that State in the interest of Conkling and 
his henchmen, may obtain full information 
from the perusal] of the open letter written by 
Col. George Bliss to Gen. Arthur two years 
ago, and reproduced yesterdayin the col- 
umns of Tue Tripune. Col. Bliss is one of 
President Arthur’s olaest and best friends. 
His letter is not so important because it 
shows that only two years ago Col. Bliss ree- 
ognized Gen. Arthur as the Boss of the 
New York City machine and held him re- 
sponsible for its abuses as it is for its de 
scription of the machine methods iv that city. 
There is no evidence that Gen. Arthur ever 
spoke the word which Col. Bliss believed to 
be all that was necessary to accomplish the 
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desired reforms. It is certain that the meth- 


ods have not been changed, and Col. Bliss’ 
letter is as applicable today as it was when 
written two years ago. 

The machine in New York City consists of 
a number of District Associations which 
manage and control the Republican pri- 
maries. The plan was originated ostensibly 
with the purpose of, enabling Republicans to 
control their cwn Affairs, and to exclude the 
interference of Democratic outsiders, and 
stop the voting of hired repeaters at the Ke- 
publican primaries. The constitution gov- 
erning these clubs or associations requires 
that every Republican voter shall be admit- 
ted upon application; that the names of such 
voters shall be enrolled; that the rolls shall 
be periodically revised in order to prevent 
such frauds as might arise from the continu. 
ance of men who had removed from the dis 
trict, who had died, or gone over to the Dem- 
ocrats ; and also that these rolls shall be open 
to inspection, in order to guard against the 
use of fictitious names. Col. Bliss, in his let- 
ter to Gen. Arthur, points out that all 
these provisions have deen grossly 
violated. Republican voters who were 
not obedient to the mandates of the 
controlling clique were dropped out of 
the associations, if they had become mem- 
bers, and their names mysteriously disap- 
peared from the rolls. In case such persons 
had not been members but desired to join 
the association, they found it impossible to 
secure a consideration of their applications, 
and were thus excluded from voting at the 
Republican primaries. The rolls were not 
regularly revised nor kept open to inspection. 
When some of the lists were unearthed, it 
was found that they contained names of 
many men who were dead and numerous 
others who had long since removed fromthe 
district in which they were registered. The 
minions of the ring were voting at the pri- 
maries under the aliases of these dead or re- 
moved members. In one case cited by Col. 
Bliss, where an association had 600 names 
enrolled, about one-half the notices sent to 
their addresses were returned because no 
such persons were known at the 
places designated. In one district 
where the Republican vote was the 
smallest there were more names en- 
rolled for voting at the primaries than 
in any other district in the city except one. 
A favorit device for preventing refractory 
members from voting at the primaries was 
to send them notices by mail too late for 
those members to receive them, and to refuse 
their votes when tendered without such 
notices. The Republican strength of the 
city in 1879 was about 75,000, The rolls 
of the “machine” only contained 13,535 
names, and more than half of them were 
bogus. Col. Bliss says that of the 75,000 Re- 
publicans in the city not more than 6,000 or 
7,000 of them were permitted to be enrolled 
or take part in the primaries or the business 
of the party. 

No system was ever devised that was so 
cleverly adapted to giving over the control 
of the primaries into the hands of a corrupt. 
unscrupulous clique, 

Col. Bliss’ protest two years ago met with 
no response. Gen. Arthur, when questioned 
about it, refused to reply to it. So far as is 
known, he never made any effort to correct 
the shameful abuses pointed out. 

The recent primary elections in New York 
City were held under the auspices of these 
same rotten clubs, governed by thesame ras- 
cally methods which were described by Col. 
Bliss. This is the reason why Conkling del- 
egates will be able to misrepresent the Re- 
publicans of New York City in the State 
Convention which meets today. There are 
81,000 Republican voters in the city, but the 
entire delegation to the State Convention of 
that city was elected by the votes of only 
4,000 persons. In this manner at least 77,000 
voters were excluded, Whether the 4,000 
who voted were all Republicans or not is 
necessarily a matter of uncertainty. How 
many of them were hired retainers of the 
Conkling faction, voting under the names 
of dead men and nomresidents, no 
one can tell. Gen. Anson McCook, 
the only Republican member of Con- 
gress from New York City, was denied 
the privilege of voting in his own precinct, 
either because he was not a member of one 
of those close corporations or because his 
name had been fraudulently dropped from 
the list. Under such conditions, the Conk- 
ling delegates in the State Convention from 
the City of New York cannot by any stretch 
of justice be regarded as representing the 
Republican party of that city. 

The indications are that, notwithstanding 
the fraudulent capture of the New York City 
delegation, Conkling and his friends will be 
in a hopeless minority in the State Conven- 
tion. If this shall prove to be the case, the 
State Convention ought to smash this in- 
fernal machine. I? is a swindle upon the 
mass of Republicans in New York City and 
an injustice to the Republicans in the rest of 
the State. 
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RAISING THE BLOCKADE IN CORN. 

It seems probable that the action of the 
Directors of the Board of Trade in regard to 
the basis for margiis on November corn will 
prove to be the beginning of a break-up in 
the corner and blockade. And it is about 
time. Right on the edge of winter we 
have now in store in this city nearly nine 
million bushels of corn, besides rather 
large quantities of other grain. The corn 
has kept piling up here—nearly one anda 
half million bushels being added to our 
stock during last week alone—because the 
price had been jackscrewed here far above 
u shipping basis. It may be accepted asa 
compliment to Chicago that a lot of specu- 
lators in Wall street have bid up the price of 
No. 2 corn in this city to 76 cents per bushel, 
while nove of them were williig to pay 
more than about 73 cents for it laid down 
in New York. But like some other compli- 
ments, there is a serious inconvenience at- 
tending it. Of course no one would want to 
ship corn under such conditions, even if he 
could obtain transportation for nothing. The 
consequences are really disastrous. Not only 
have we so nearly reached the filling-up 
point that our elevator proprietors are ar- 
ranging for the use of other storage room, 
and a company of merchants has been formed 
with the same end in view, but our carrying 
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other branches of commerce seriously ham- 
pered. Only last week several vessels left 
New York in ballast for the Mediterranean 
because they could find no grain cargoes to 
carry across the Atlantic. Much of our lake 
marine has been forced to lie idle just at 
the time when it should be fully occupied. 
Sailors and stevedores are unable to earn 
bread for their families in a land of pl@nty. 
Only the steamers aré ¢arrying grain east- 
ward now, and they take it as bailast. Of 
course if vessels are kept from moving to 
the East they cannot bring coal here; and if 
rallroad cars should be unable to discharge 
grain here they could not carry lumber and 
other merchandise to the country. ‘The last 
has been seriously threatened by recent 
events, though that phase of the difficulty is 
not reached quite yet. 

It was about time that so Ing should 
be done. We presume there few who 
would dispute the right of a man or a set of 
men to bid $5 per bushel for corn, provided 
he or they will pay for it, and take it away. 
But when it comes to using the property in 
such a way that it blocks the wheels of com- 
merce, and prevents hundreds of men from 
performing contracts madein good faith, and 
without reference to such a raid as has 
been effected, then relief should be 
afforded. The Directors 
of Trade are to be congratulated on 
having had the courage to take the bull 
by the horns. They have done more, how- 
ever, than to simply interpose a bar to the 
wild tide of speculation in corn. They have 
furnished a measure by which the parties on 
the other side of the trade can protect them- 
seives from the collapse which must come— 
sooner or later—if it be not already begun. 
The drop in the price of corn yesterday may 
be only temporary now; but the break toa 
consumer’s level of prices cannot be delayed 
forever. 


ENGLAND, FRANCE, AND EGYPT. 

The leading article in the current number 
of the London S pectator is devoted to some 
pretty plain talk upon the Egyptian crisis, 
and concedes that the only result of the 
joint protectorate established over Egypt by 
the Marquis of Salisbury thus far has been 
to bring England and France dangerously 
near the verge of war. It was not taken 
into account that the people themselves 
might object to having their country worked 
by a European control in order to pay money 
borrowed by a profligate Khedive at enor- 
mous rates of interest, but the objection came 
at a time and from a quarter where and when 
it was least expected—namely: from the 
ofiicers of the army, who took matters into 
their own hands, surrounded th palace, de- 
manded a new Vizier, an assembly of the 
Notables, and a material increase of the army, 
all of which had no other purpose in view 
than to liberate the country from the Euro- 
pean controllers. The bondholders at once 
scented their danger and raised a violent 
clamor. They demanded all sorts of 
things. The Egyptian army must be dis- 
banded. Southern Egypt, which is prac- 
tically a desert, must be handed back to bar- 
barism. There must be a joint occupation. 
There must be a Turkish occupation. Some- 
thing had to be done—but what? As the 
Spectator says: France would not allow 
England to occupy Egypt, nor would En- 
gland allow France.” And it might have 
added that the jealousy of the two Powers is 
so intense that they could not occupy it 
jointly. France could not allow Turkey to 
occupy it, because that would be an admis- 
sion that the Sultan is the head of the Arab 
people, and England could not allow it be- 
cause she has assumed as a principle of her 
policy that the Sultan 1s unworthy to rule. 
To disband the Egyptian army was a danger- 
ous step, because the revenues could not be 
collected without it, not to mention the dan- 
gers of invasion if Egypt were left without 
defense. So a temporary arrangement was 
patghed up by which Cherif Pasha, an old 
friend of the late Khedive, accepted office, 
and the army officers agreed to leave Cairo— 
returning, of course, whenever they please. 
Commenting upon this temporary settlement, 
the Spectator says: 

The coufusion will begin again, of course, 
from the nature of things. The joint protect- 
orate of Egypt is a cyoical fraud, perpetrated 
by two great Governments for money, and it 
cannot endure. It involves all the great evils 
of European conquest in Asia, the loss of inde- 
pendence, the depression of the upper class, the 
urrest of all spontaneous devclopment, excess- 
ive taxation, and the liberation of the Execu- 
tive from native opinion; and it does not secure 
the grand compensations, personal freedom, the 
security of hfe and eurnings for the poor, and 
impartial justice to all men. Such a doubie 
reyime has always and ey A appeared to its 
subjects the most intolerably leaden of all gov- 
ernments, and it will end. bether the end will 
come through a Turkish intrigue, or a militar 
emeute, or an Arab invasion—quite on the cards 
—or a rising ot the fanatics, no one can fore- 
see; but it will end. and when it ends England 
and France, unless they have come to some ber- 
manent agreement as to the future of the coun- 
try, an agreement which will work, and — 
therefore must be an agreement to assign Egy 


to England, with compensation to France, w i 
be nearer to war than they have been since 1815. 


The situation may be summed up in this: 
that the bondholders are deternüned to rob 
Egypt. These bondholders lent in various 
loans to a corrupt and extravagant Khedive 
a round $400,000,000, at 50 cents on the 
dollar and at 5 and 6 per cent interest, 
which money he squandered in a truly 
oriental manner. They are now determined 
to bleed the people of Egypt until they 
have paid the whole face of the debt. It is 
aninfamous conspiracy of French, English, 
and Jewish sharks in a robbery speculation. 
They succeeded in hounding their Govern- 
ments until a joint French and English 
commission was appointed, with the priv- 
ilege of farming out Egypt ana squeezing 
its revenues out of its people. The situation 
has engendered such a jealousy between 
England and France that they are ready to 
fly at each otber's throats upon the 
slightest pretense. The English and the 
English-Jews have the canal to pro- 
tect, which is England's only route 
to India, and in which they have invested 
twenty-five millions of dollars. They don’t 
want the French to acquire any political 
control which would give them the oppor- 
tunity to interfere with it, nor, on the other 
hand, are the French willing that the English 
shall get any territorial control on the 
Mediterranean, as that would interfere with 
their present policy in North Africa. So 
both Powers, though perfectly aware that 
their mutual alliance is for their mutual 
benefit, are so jealous of each other that it 
will require the very least pretext for a quar- 
rel between them. As the Syectator says, 
they are nearer to war than they have been 
at any time since 1815, and “if no arrange- 
ment can be made, the prosperity of En- 
gland hangs by a thread, for at any moment 
M may be ended by a great and sanguinary 
war.“ The Spectator suggests as a 
remedy that an Arab, like Khaineddin, 
shall be appointed, “who can govern 
an army as well as a people, and 
the Egyptian diviaend be reduced to 
an, endurable limit, leaving the country 
on all subjects except that dividend and the 
canal tree to take its own way and make 
history for itself.” This is altogether too 
just a proposition ever to be accepted by the 
ravenous bondholders, They, are deter- 
mined to rob Egypt, even if It should in- 
volve a war which could have no other re- 
sult than to make Bismarck master of Eu- 
rope. How infamous this robbery is the 
figures will show, The debt is $400,000,000, 
incurred by a profligate ruler without the 
consent of the people, and the interest ($24,- 
000,000) upon this debt, only about half of 
which is a genuine consideration, is to be

TUNIS. 
THE MASSACRE AT WADZERGHA. 

Panis, Oct. 4.—Gen. Farre, „Minister of 
War, has received telegrams confirming the 
report of the burning of the railway station 
at Wadzergha and the massacreing of a 
number of the employés, including several 
British subjects, by the insurgents in Tunis. 
The attack on the station was made by the 
Arabs who recently attacked Ali Bey. The 
stationmaster, an ex*Lieutenant in the 
French army, and a chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor, was burned alive, and ten em- 
plosés, mostly Maltese and Italians, massa- 
ered. 

Roustan, the French Ministerat Tunis, has 
invited the English and Italian Consuls to 
assist at an official inquiry into the disaster. 
The English and Italian Consular clerks, 
doctors, ete., have accordingly gone to Wad- 
gergha for that purpose. Six hundred 
French troops went there on the 50th ultimo, 
but the Arabs had disappeared jong before 
their arrival, : 

The massacre was undoubtedly caused by 
the wholesale destruction of olive forests, 
villages, ana vineyards which Gen. Sebatier 
considered necessary around Zaghouan. 

The Tunisian authprities are evidently 
tryimy to screen the Arabs accused of mur- 
dering the Maltese and Italians. No arresis 
yet. : 

A FRENCH VICTORY. 

The Tebessa column of French troops has 
entered Regency and captured Gafsa, aftera 
severe battle with the Djerid Arabs.

Oleson, on he- 
ing interviewed by your correspondent, dis- 
claimed any knowledge of the affair. He says 
he Was drunk that evening, and thinks he met 
some bovs singing. Somevody shoved him, and 
be hit at him. It he cut him his knife 
must have been open in dis hand. 
Then he went to tbe outskirts of the 
city and lay down and siept. When he 
awoke he was half froze, and went home. He 
was arrested as he was about to go down town 
in the morning. The lad cried bitterly when ho 
told his story, and spends most of his time 
weeping. 

AuRoRA, III., Oct. 4-—A lynching party of 
about JU young men, chiefly railroaders and 
personal friends of young Otto Freese, who was 
killed here Saturday night, started at about 1 
o'clock this morning for Geneva, with the 
avowed purpose of dealing out summary venge- 
ance to his murderer, the boy Thomas Oteson.

During that year a 
revision of the city ordinances became impera- 
tive.

HOOLEY’s THEATRE. 

A large bouse greeted Mr. Keene last night on 
the occasion of bis second avpearance this sea- 
son in the character of Rirhdieu. This play 
abounds in catehing phrases, some of. them as 
familiar as househoid proverbs, which are 
quickly reeognized by the gallery, and welcomed 
with the Warmth of welcome given to old and 
familiar friends. He would indeed be a poor 
acter who should so mar the interpretation of 
the title rote that the telling points could be 
passed unnoticed, or the strong dramatic effects, 
with whieh every act is filied, be given without 
instantaneous tecugnitioh. To some extent the 
leading character is anartificial one. A natural 
Richelieu, us Bulwer has drawn him, is an im- 
possibility. Art, and art perfected in bigh 
derrée, are essential for the proper fitting and 
adequate exposition of this remarkable dramatic 
creation. It isa part for the interpretation of 
which scholarship, experience, thurough mus- 
tery of stage business and effects, hard study, 
and entire self-absorption in thé new creation 
dre required of the actor. So it is equally true 
that while only a poor actor could fail to do 
sotnething with the part of NRichelteu—to win in 
fact, some measure of public favor—only a real 
ly great actor, inspired by that divine spark 
which is called gentus, could hope to sat- 


isfy the requirements of Bulwers Car- 
dinal. Mr. Sarrett has published it as 
his opinion that in Richelieu dry subtlety 


and studied deciumation are accepted in lieu of 
magnetic powers. Not so. Those two charac- 
teristics may onable an actor to play Richelien, 
but not—aus Forrest said of bis own Léar—to be 
Richelicu! In teis country Edwin Booth stands 
without a rival in this part. And so tine a per- 
fortiance has be made it—so perfect a specimen 
of the best acting of which man is capabie—that 
no other actor has yet been able to bring bis 
persohation near é¢nvugh to Booth's to enable 
the critic to make & just comparison. 


When Mr. Keene appealed to the pub- 
lic as a star nctor just xa Fear 
ago, and challenged an estimate of 


his personation of this role—among others— 
with that of men much bis seniors in experience 
and training, THe TRIBUNE commended some 
features of his performance, and calied atten- 
tion to the “manifest crudities” in dis meth- 
ods and in his peherdi intérpretation. It would 
have been absurd to have phiced his Richeltey by 
the side of that of the greatest Richélieus. It is 
equally absurd tu make that comparison today. 
Keene's Richelieu is crude; is, With some varia- 
tions, but a weak covy of a masterpiece, The 
mellow, well-shaded voice is wanting; the con- 
sistent di pet of the actor wbo feels himself to 
be Prime Minister of France while tp the presence 
of an audieney® is absent; the magnetism infused 
into the part by genlus—thbrilling the auditor 
and holding bith spell-bound in the climatric 
sccenes—there Wus none of isin the persoba- 
tion seen last night. It is but a step from the 
sublime to the ridiculous; but a narrow line at 
times separates dignititd declamation from 
rant. Mr. Kéene Bas not yet obtained such self- 
control us to stop when the edge of that line is 
reached. His “ I have recreated France,“ etc.. 
and lu the Bright lexicon of youth,” etc., were 
specimens of rant; and even the great curse 
scene, which is in some respects his best work in 
this piece, is not entirely free from it. His per- 
sonation of ftichretien faticd to possess any mag- 
netic quality in the fourth act. Why? Because 
the same sbouting effect had been brought 
play so often before, It was not 
u to in such a Manner as to 
thriil the Ustener when it burst upon him. At 
ohe moment Mr. Keene is two senile to be con- 
sistent with the extraordinary vigor of the next 
The applause is bestowed upon the sentiments 
ot the play rather than on the manuer of their 
enunciation. When striving to be forcibie the 
actor is too prone to be violent. It is itpossi- 
bie to regerd Mr. Keepe’s Richelieu us a satis- 
factory performance, It would be unjust not 
to add that at times he shows talent and power. 
This is particularly true of the scene with Fran- 
cots and of his defiance of those who seek his 
life. 
Of the compahy Supporting Mr. Keene, char- 
ity, which is said to cover an fonumerabic 
quantity of sins, is the only mantle 
broad enough to eever them ail, That they were 
1 mia with their lines is the one point tor 
whic théy are to be Commended. At the mati- 
née this artecogn Mr. Kee ne will appear in the 
„ Merchant of Venice,” and in the evening will 
be seen as Hamlet.

Power of Foreign Corporations to 
Loan Money in Illinois. 


It Is Fully Sustained by 
of the Supreme Court. 


A Lawyer Called On te Show (Cause Why le 
- Should Ket Bo Disbarred. 


Record of New Suits, Divorces, Judg- 
ments, Bto. 


FOREIGN LOAN CORPORATIONS. 

The Supreme Court recently decided the case 
of Johns Stevens vs. Cyrus N. Pratt ot al., ap- 
peal from the Superior Court of Cook County, 
affirming the decision of thé lower court and 
reversing their own ruling ina former case. 
Justice Walker alone gave a dissenting opinion. 
Justice Scholfeld, in delivering the opinion of 
the court, confines himself to the inquiry 


whether the United States Mortage Company's 


acts, in loaning its money to Applehy and tak- 
ing his note and mortgage therefor, were 


void for the reason, as cuntended 
by counsel for appellant, that the 
company, being a foreign vorpvoration, 


created solely for the business of loaning 
money, could have no legal existence in the 
State. Keferring to the ease of the same com- 
pany vs. Gross, and their decision therein, the 
court say they do not think it was designed by 
Seo. 2 of the Incorporation law of 1872 to pro- 
vent corporations from taking mortgages oa 
real estate as security for debts. In fact, it 
would seem that the right to take such security, 
by the policy of the law, might be regarded as 
an incident to the right to create a debt. Under 
re@rictions and regulations of like character 
ith those of the general law, no injurious 
uences, is the opinion of the court, can 
—— result to the pubiic from so holding. 
court then to say that subse- 
quent examination and reflection have con- 
vinced them of error in holding, in the opinion 
referred to, that the first section 2 the law 
showed it to be the poliey of the State to pro- 
hibit the formation of corporations in the State 
for the business of loan money. What the 
section really does is to detine the classes of cor- 
porations for whose organization the ac is in- 
tended to provide. The language of the section, 
“ Corporations rv! be formed in the manner 
provided by this act for any lawful purpose ex- 
cept banking, insufan real-estate broker- 
age. the operation ot ralirdads, and the business 
of loanihg money,“ contains no reasonable im- 
plication that the corporations excepted may 
not be favored under other acts. Indeed. there 
was at that very time in force and unaffected by 
this statute a general law providing for for- 
mation of insurance companies, while the is- 
lature at the same session at which it enactéd this 
law under consideration enacted another for 
the formation of ruilrodd companies. In such 
a country as ours,“ say the court, “the public 
welfare demands that they [these excepted cor- 
poraaons] be allowed to be created under proper 
and Wise safeguards for the protection of 
the public, and not that y be ab- 
solutely prohibited.” The court also ac- 
knowledge their error in formerly holding 
that the first sentence of Sec. Vof the law 
manifested a policy that foreign corporations 
were to have no rights to loan money in Lilinois, 
the real purpose being merely to impose regula- 
tions upon certain vamed classes uf corpora- 
tions doing business in the State, and the lau- 
guage being that of regulation und restriction, 
and not that of grant or probibiuon. The man- 
test and only purpose, acverding to the court, 
was to produce uniformity in the powers, liabii- 
ities, duties, and restrictions of tureiga and do- 
mestic corporations of like character, and bring 
them ali under the influeuce of same law. 


The excepted pu are not only recog- 
ni by the general laws as iawful, but 
are regarded the court as “important 


and benveticial. if not indispensable. factors in 
the general business welfare of the State; and 
they du not feel Warranted in assuming, trum 
the absence of language, or from even am- 
biguous language, it it were to be found, that a 
policy bas been adopted 80 repugnant to the 
business welfare of our citizens, and so wagging 
in that spirit of comity which should ch — 
terize the conduct of sister States towards each 
other as the policy of prohibiting ail foreign 
co tions from doing business in the State. 
Aue showti that the company in question 
is not excluded by the letter or spirit of the 
law, the court proceed to inguire whether, uside 
from the général law, it is contrury to public 
policy or injurious to the common welfare to 
tolérate it and enforee its contracts in the 
State. After citing a Variety uf cases to show 
that the business of loaning money or 12 11 
mortgage was neyer prohibited by law in II- 
nois, and after referring to the tncorporauion of 
the Farmers’ Savings. Loan & Trust Company, 
the Chicago Loan & Trust Company, and a large

ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
SALE OF ITS PROPERTY. 

The building and grounds of the Chicago 
Academy of Sciences on Wabash avenue were 
sold yesterday at public auction under a mort- 
gage foreclosure, but the sale was an extremely 
quiet one, notwithstanding the fact that a con- 
siderable amount of property was involved. 
There was only one bidder and only one bid at 
the sale. Nearly ten years ago the Academy 
corporation borrowed $80,000 from the Connecti- 
cut Mutual Life-Insurance Company, and in 
return gave a mortgage on the grounds 
and newly-erected academy bsilding on 
Wabash avenue, and also gave a note guaran- 
teea by George C. Walker. E. W. Blatehford. 
E. B. MeCagg, E. H. Sheldon, and Danie! Thomp- 
sou. lu due Ame the debt had been increased 
by the interest to $106,588, the financiai returns 
from the academy being less than anticipated 
and insufficient to pay the interest oa the debt. 
Finally, however, the five gentlemen who had 
guaranteed the note paid the interest in order 
that they wight haveaciaimon the mortgage, 
which, it was seen, would surely be foreclosed. 

The sale took place yesterday pursuant to a 
decree entered in the Superior Court Aug. 1, 
Benjamin D. Magruder, Master iu Chancery, 
conducting the sale. As already stated, there 
wus only one bid received, and this one came 
from a gentieman representing the tive guaran- 
tors of the note. The bid made was $108,009, and 
the property was, of course, knocked down at 
that tigure. However, as the guarantors of the 
note had a claim for $26,588 on the mortgage on 
account of interest paid, and as they were the

ADAMS STREET 


TO BE SURRENDERED TO THE WEST DIVISION 
MAILWAY. 

One of the evening papers is opposed to the 
scizure of Adams street by the West Division 
Railway Company—the only East and West 
street between Tweifth and Water street not 
gobbled by that modest institution. The said 
evening print, which protesting against it as an 
outrage on the public, throws up the sponge in 
advance of the fight and gives up whipped as 
follows: 

The West Division Railway Company is at 
present endeavoring to capture Adams street 
from Wabash avenue to Halsted street, and the 

roperty-owners along che line of that artery 

ave pretty generally decided to turn it over to 
the nonopoly. Adams street does not belong to 
these property-owners. It belongs to the people 
of the entire city, and particularly to thuse 
living ou the West Side and doing business on 
the Soutn Side. It is one af the few streets left 
over which one can drive & horse and buggy or 
carriage without danger of have the wheels 
wrenched off by the tracks. Itis one of the 
few streets which is not clogged up 1 tho 
navigation season by street- cars, as are Madi- 
son, Randolph, Lake. and Van Buren. Besides 
all this, the West Division Railway Company 
should be granted no more privileges of any 
sort. It has endeavored to earn and has earned 
nothing but the ifl-will of its patrons, for it 
has proved itscif at all times to an unpac- 
comimodating monopoly. But it will succeed in 
capturing Adams street or auy other street it 
may ask for. Webave a nest of thieves and 
bribe-takers, which is assembied weekly in the 
City-Hall, a majority of the occupants of which 
are the paid servants of this monopoly. Adams 
strect wiil certainly be turned over to the cor- 
poration that carried 50,000 people down-town 
one night a little over a year ago, dumped them 
inthe heart of the city, and then refused to 
carry them back. and the people will continue to 
elect thieves to misrepresent them in the City 
Council, who will vote to give this monopoly 
anything it asks. 


A QUILTING BEE. 
CHICAGO LADIES AT WORK FOR THE MICHIGAN 
SUFFERERS. 

The work of disposing of the vast amount of 
drapery in the city for the benefit of the suffer- 
ers by the Michigan fires is going rapidly on at 
the rooms of the Lumberman’s Exchange. Sev- 
eral thousand yards have been contributed, and 
the material is being made up as quickly as 
possibie. Different sewing societies are sup- 
plied with the cloth, and return it to headquar- 
ters suitably made up. The work is going on 


even in the suburbs, the ladies depending on 
the city tor a supply of the material. Mr. 


Hotchkiss, the Secretary of the Exchange, has | 


given up all bis room to the storage and manu- 
facture of clothing, having already set up three 
quilting-frames and two sewiug-machines, the 
— of. the city taking turus in doing the 
work. 

Yesterday the work was being vigorously done 
by a deputation of ladies from St. Paul's Uni- 
versalist Church. There were four ladies at 
each frame, and the way they went at the work 
showed that the city ladies, who have been ac- 
customed to depend on the shops, have not for- 
gotten the domestic arts of their grandmothers, 
when quilting-parties were as staple an article 
of amusement as corn-huskings or house-rais- 


he operation on which the ladies were so busily 
engaged yesterday wheu THE ‘TRIBUNE reporter 
called is technically known as“ tacking comfort- 
abies."" A quilting-frame is simply four long 
wooden bars so arranged as to siide along and 
fasten at proper intervals, the quilt be rolled 
up as finished. A broad piece of the drapery 
stitched together by the machine is first placed 
on the frame. Then the lining of warm cotton 
is artistically disposed on its surface, and the 
whole covered with another broad sheet of 
cloth. The entire operation then consists ot 
sewing the upper and lower sheets together at 
roper intervals, after which the quilt or com- 
orter is bound along the edges, and is then 


ready to warm up some houseless wanderer and | 


supply the covering so much uceded as the coid 
season sets in. The dull black of the drapery 
makes up into rather sombre bed-covering, and 
to relieve it as much as possible pieces of blue, 
red, or white are stitch in whenever possibie. 
Still, much of the unrelieved biack is used, and 
while the coverings may seem somewhat dreary, 
they are noue the less warm, and the sufferer 
who is supplied with one of these black quilts 
will probably be just as comfortable under it 
as under purple and fine linen. 

With four ladies at work, each frame can turn 
out about five comfortables, and there now be- 
ing three frames at work, the capacity is now 
about fifteen per day. There are several thou- 
sand yards of material on hand, probably more 
than can be made up in time unless more ladies 
take hold. It is intended to have tive trames at 
work at the Exehange, in addition to the num- 
ber in use throughout the city and in the sub- 
urbs. As it is desimmbie to have systematic work 
ladies or societies who are willing to take hold 
should communicate with Mr. Hotchkiss, the 
Secretary of the Lumberman’s Exchange, No. 
262 South Water street. Yesterday was the first 
day of organized work by a church suciety, and 
the ladies of St. Paul's deserve great eredit for 
the systematic manner in witich they have in- 
augurated the work—an example which should 
be speedily followed. 

Messrs. J. Jonas and C. L. Woodman are col- 
lecting all the biack and white cloth which bas 
been used iu draping buildings that they can get 
hold of to send to the Michigan fire sufferers.

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CLOSING THE TOILA. 

The Count De Grasse arrived in the Chesa- 
peake on the last of August, 1781. He was 
met at Cape Henry by an officer sent by Lafay- 
ette to give him full information respecting the 
situation of the contending armies in Virginia.

Hood arrived at Sandy Hook 
on the 28th of August, and, not having fallen in 
with De Grasse on the way, de conjectured that 
the Freuch fleet were within the Virginia capes, 
and he so informed Admirai Graves, his superior 
otticer, at New York. Information was received 
the same day that De Barras had sailed from 
Newport. Admiral Graves immediately pre- 
—4 for sea, adding to the fleet of Sir Samuel 
ood all the ships in New Fork harbor that were 
fit for service, five in number, so that the entire 
squadron consisted of but nineteen sail. 

At sunrise on the morning of Sept. 5, as the 
fleet of De Grasse lay in Lynn Haven Bay, just 
within, the Chesapeake, near Cape Henry, a fleet 
was seen off Cape Charities. At first Count de 
Grasse supposed it to be the expected squadron 
of De Barras: but he was soon undececived, and 
prevared for battle. 

The wind was fair, and the British feet sailed 
directly within the capes for the purpose of at- 
tacking the Fren But De Grasse, desiring 
more room for t than the waters of the 
Chesapeake afforded, slipped his cubles and put 
to sea. Admiral Graves bore down upon bim, 
and, in the attempt to gain the weather-gage, 
both fleets slowly moved eastward, and the 
action did not begin until they were tar out vn 
the broad Atlantic. The fight began at (o'clock 
in the afternoon, and contiuu until sunset. 
Admirai Graves had intended to renew the at- 
tack in the morning, but, figding that several of 
bis ships had been too badly injured to be 
brought ioto action again without repairs, be 
was compelied to dofer the attack. Une ship, 
the Terrible, was so much damaged that, after 
taxing out her stores, she was burned. The 
British loss in killed and wounded was 436, and 
the French loss 20. , 

It was no part of De Grasse’s plan to do more 
than prevent the entrance of the British fleet 
into Virginia waters. So, tlading Graves 
averse to a renewal of the contest, be 
finally bore away for the Cuesapeake, and 
anchored once more in Lynn Haven Bay, 
within the ca There he found De Barras 
with his squadron, and a considerable land force

On the 17th of September Washington, accom- 
panied by Count Rochumbeuu, the Marquis De 
Chasteliux, and Gens. Knox and Du Portail, 
paid a visit to the Count De Grasse, on board of 
bis N the Ville de Paris, lying off Cape 
Heury. e object was to make arrangements 
for an immediate attack upon Cornwallis us 
soon as the American troops sho. ld reach Will- 
iamsburg. While waiting for their arrival the 
allied commanders were informed that Admiral 
Digby, with six sbi of the line, bad rein- 
forced the British feet of Admiral Graves 
at New York. Contident that no attempt would 
be left untried to relieve Cornwallis, and think- 
ing his situation in the Chesapeake unfavorabie 
lor an engagemeut with the naval forves of the 
British, now nearly equal to his own, De 

rasse comimuvpicated to Washington his 
intention to leave a few frigates to block- 
ade the York and the ames Kivers, 
and put to sea with bis ships-of-the- 
line in quest of the British. Washington, ap- 
prehensive chat a superior naval force might 
enter Chesapeake during the absence of the 
greater part of the French tiect and assist Corn- 
wallis in making bis escape, prevailed upon De 
Graase to re n; and ou the 25th of September, 
the last division of the alli army having 
reached Williamsburg, prepafuations for the 
siege commenced. 0 

On the morning of the 28th the Americau and 
French troops. numbering about 12,000, left 
Williamsburg by different roads, and marched 
toward Yorktown. The main body of Cornwallis’ 
urmy was encamped on the open grounds in the 
rear of the town. On theapproach of the enemy 
they abandoned their field-works and withdrew 
to those near the town. The American light in- 
fantry and a considerable body of French troops 
were ordered to take possession ot these aban- 
doned works, and to serve as a covering party for 
the other troors while digging trenches and 
casting up breastworks. Caunouading the town 
and one or two sorties occurred during the day.

thus describes in his journal: 

“ From the bank of the river I had a fine view 
of this conflagration. The ships were eu- 
wrapped in a torrent of fire, which, spreading 
with vivid brigitness among the combustible 
rigging. and ruoning with amazing rapidity to 
the tops of the several masts, while all around 
was thuoder and ligutuing from our numerous 
canpoos and mortars, and the darkness of night, 
presented one of the most sublime and magunuifi- 
cent spectacies which can be imagined. Some 
of our shells, overreaching the town, are seen 
to fali into the river, — bursting, throw a 
columns of water, lik spouting Of Me 
monsters of the deep.“ 

All night long the allies kept up their cannon- 
ade. and early the next morning anocber British

STORMING THE REDOUBTS. 


During the night of the llth a second parallel 
was commenced by the besiegers between 200 
aud 300 yards from the British works. [Ihe au- 
niversary, of this event will be the day specially 
appropridted in tbe approaching centennial to 
deiegutions from the various German societies 
in the United States,in honor of the distin- 
guished services of Baron Steuben, who had 
the immediate superintendence of the opening 
of the second parallel.] The three succeeding 
days were devoted te the completion of this 
une of trenches, during which time the enemy 
opened new embrasures in positions from which 
their tire was more effective than at first. Two 
redoubts on the left of the besicged, 300 yards in 
auavance of other British works, greatly annoyea 
the besiegers in the trenches. Accordingly it 
was resolved to carry them by storm. The at- 
tack was made onthe Mth. [This day in the 
Centennial will be celebrated by appropriate ex- 
ercises conducted by the Society of the Cincin- 
nati. The President of the society, the Hon. 
Hamilton Fisb, assisted by Alexander Hamilton, 
of New York, will receive the descendants of 
Lafayette and Rochambeau and other represen- 
tatives of the French Society of the Cincinnati, 
and in the evening a grand bail will be given.] 
To excite a spirit of emulation in the attacking 
columns they were composed of different na- 
tlonulit ies. The American light infantry, under 
Lafayette,®were in charge of one redoupt 
while the reduction of the otber was com mitted 
to a detachment of French grenadiers and chas- 
seurs commanded dy Major-General the Baron 
De Viomenil, a brave and experienced ollicer. 
Toward evening the two detachments 
marched to the assault. Col. Alexander 
Hatullton ted the advance corps of the Amer- 
icans, assisted by Col. Geinat, Lafayette's aid. 
while Col. Laurens with eignty men turned the 
reduubt sm as to intercept the retreat of the 
garrison. Ata given signal the troops rushed 
to the e without firing a gun, the van be- 
ing led b apt. Auron Ogden, of New Jersey. 
Over the abatis and palisades they leaped; and 
such was the veBemence and rapidity of the 
charge that y entered and captured the work 
with but slight loss—ulue mea killed and thirty- 
two wounded, including seven officers. be 
commander of the redoubt, Maj. Campbell, and 
some inferior officers, with seventeen privates, 
were made prisc ners. Eight privates of the 
garrison were kiiled in the assault, but none 
after the surrender—the assertions of some 
British historians to the contrary notwitbstand- 
ing. Gordon, on the 258th page of bis third vul- 
ume, says that l afayette, with the sanction of 
Washington. orte the ussailants to remem- 
ber Fort Griew: Id,“ and to put every man of the 
rerrison to ent in retaliation for Arnold's 
butchery of surrendered garrison of 
Fort Griswold, on the Connegticut coast, 
about a month previous. Both Col. Ham- 
iiton and Lafayette denied the truth of 
this allegution; and it is remarkable that Sted- 
man, an officer under Cornwallis and historian 
of war, does not mention it. Indeed, it 
would hardly require evidenve to prove that an 
order 80 repugnant to the character of both 
Lafayette and Wastiingtou could never bave 
been given. Doubtless, however, the recoliec- 
tion of the recent massacre of their compatriots 
in Connecticut with such circumstances of 
atrocity, did lend a fury and impetuosity to the 
charge that were irresistible; but the laws of 
honorabie warfare were respected. 

Tne redouvt stormed by the French under 
Viomenil was garrisoned by a larger force, and 
not captured s easily.

Rochambeau, in his memoirs, mentions 
an instance connected with this attack’ that 
Strikingly illustrates the powerful esprit-de- 
corps that animated the Fiench troops. he 
grevadiers of the regiment of Gatengis, which 
bad been formed out Of the regiment of Au- 
vergov, known as sans tache,”’ when iuformed 
that they were to be engaged in this perilous 
enterprise, declared their willingness to be 
kilied, even to the last man,“ if their original 
name, which they heid in bigh esteem, should be 
restored to them. Rochambeau promised to re- 
vest the French War Department to sanction 
resumption of their old regtmental name as 
a reward of their vaior in the imminent charge. 
The oid Auversgnois fought like tigers, and oue- 
third of their number were killed. When 
Rochambeau reported the circutnstance to the 
King, Louis signed the order for the restorauon 
of the name they so much prized, and the regi- 
ment was thereafter knowu as the Royal Au- 
verg ne. 

The success of these two assaults highly grat- 
ified Washington, and in general orders next 
das he congratuluted the army on the resuit.

every movement, through the embrusures, with 
great enxicty.

geous results. Cornwallis now determined to 
make a desperate effort at flight. His pian was 
to leave his sick and wounded and bacwage be- 
hind; cross over to Gloucester, and, with bis de- 
tachment there under Farieton, cut up or dis- 
we the troops of De Choise, Weeden, and 
uzun,» guarding the roads leading from 
Gloucester; mount his infantry on borses capt- 
ured from De Lauzun's legion and others that 
might be seized in the neighburhood; by rapid 
marches gain the forks of the Rappahannock 
and Potomac; and, forcing his way through 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, and New Jé®sey, form 
a junction with Clinton in New York. Ik the 
plan bad succeeded, it would bave deen the 
most brilliant action lu the — successful 
career of the Britin Karl. It was a haz- 
ardous~ wodertaking, but there was no 
ulternative except capture. Boats were ac- 
cordingly prepared, and at 10 o'clock on the 
eveuing of the leth a portion of bis troops were 
conveyed across to Gloucester. So secretly was 
the movement executed that the allies did not 
perceive it, and, bad not a mightier army than 
man’s interposed, Cornwallis’ desperate concep- 
tion might bave become a success. But the 
rst aetachment had svarcely reached Glouces- 
ter Point when a sudden and violent storm of 
wind and rain made the passage of the river too 
bazardous to be attempted by the rest of the 
army. The storm contiaued without abatement 
till morning, and Cornwallis was compelied to 
relinquish his design. The troops were brought 
back without much loss, and now the last ray of 
. faded from the vision ot the baughty Earl. 
t daybreak on the mourning of the lith sev- 
eral new batteries in the second parallel were 
opened, and a storm of sheiis and solid shot was 
poured upon the town, more terrible than any 
which the enemy bad yet experienced. [On 
this day of the Centennial celebration, the 
Masons, Odd-Fellows, and other orders, the 
miliua and municipal fire departmen 
will be reviewed; and, at the close o 
the review, Col. J. E. Peyton, General Super- 
intendent of the Yorktown Centennial Associa- 
tion. will transfer the control of the grounds to 
the Joint Congressional Committee. ] Gov. Neilson, 
who was at the bead of the Virginia militia, 
commanded the first battery that opened upon 
the British works that moruing. His fine stone 
mansion, the bhancsumest and most com modious 
dwelling in the place, was a conspicuous object 
within the British lines. He knew that Corn- 
wallis and bis staff occupied it, and were pro- 
babiy in it when he began bis cannonade. Re- 
gardiess of the personal loss to bimseif. the 
patriotic Governor pointed one of the heaviest 
guns against bis house, and ordered the gunner 
to play upon it vigorously. A few feet from the 
door of Gov. Nelson's mansion stood a tine 
laurel tree. On the oceasion of Lafayette's 
visit to Yorktown in 14, where a large con- 
course assembled to greet bim, branches were 
cut from this laurel tree, woven into a civic 
crown, and placed upon the head of the vener- 
able Marquis. 
LOOKING TO SURRENDER, 


Cornwallis, now despairing of victory of es- 
cape, sent a flag ot truce to Washington with a 
request that hostilities should be suspended for 
tweuty-four hours, and that commissioners 
should be appointed to meet at Mrs. Moore's 
house, on the right of the Americap lines, and 
just in the reur of the first parallel, to arrange 
terms for the surrender of bis army, Washing- 
ton, unwilling to waste precious ume in nego- 
tiutions, lest a British fleet might arrive with 
reinforcements for the beleaguered Eurl, re- 
plied that be desired bim to transmit his pro- 
posais in writing previous to the meeting of the 
comtoissioners, and for this yey he would 
order a cessation of hostilities for two hours. 
To this the Ear! consented, and within the stip- 
ulated time seut a rough draft of his proposals. 
Delay on this occasion would indeed have been 
dangerous to the hopes of the Americans, for, 
on the very day the capitulation was signed, Sir 
Henry Clinton, with 7,000 of bis best troops, un- 
der a convoy of twenty-tive sbips-of-the-line, 
sailed for the Chesapeake to aid Cornwallis. 
This armament appeared off the Virginia capes 
tive days after the surrender bad been cousum- 
mated. On receiving ungquestionabie intelili- 
gende Of the capitulation, Clinton re@urned to 
New York. 

Washington, perceiving that there would prob- 
abiy be nv serious disagreement as to the terms 
of the surrender, also sent Cornwallis a genera! 
statement of the basis on which he expected 
him to capitulate. Commissioners wee appoint- 
ed to meet in conference at the Moore bouse, 
and hvustilities were suspended for the night. 
The American Commissioners were Col. Laurens 
(whose father. having been captured by the Eu- 

lish while on bis way to Holland to solicita 
oan, was then confined in the Tower of London 
on a charge of high treason) and the Viscount 
de Noailles, a relative of Lafayette’s wife. The 
British Commissioners were Lieut.-Col. Dundas 
and Maj. Ross. 

The terms proposed by Cornwallis were that 
the garrisons at York and Gioucester should be 
prisoners-oi-war, with the customary honors; 
that the Hritish soldiers should be sent to Great 
Britain, and the Germans to Germany, under 
an enpgageweut not to serve aguinst Franve, 
America, or their allles, until regularly ex- 
Changed; that all arms and public stores should 
be delivered to the conqueror, reserving the 
usual indulgence of side-arms to officers, and 
of retaining private property of officers 
and soldiers; that the iuterests of ober- 
tain Tories conuvected with the British in 
civil capucities should be attended to, and their 

rsous respected; and that the sloop-of-war 

metta should be retained in the service of the 
British long enough to enable Cornwallis to 
send i to Sir Heary Clinton, with the 
pledge of ber su uent delivery to the Ameri-

Washington's propositions embraced the re- 
ception of the two gurrisons as prisoners-of-war, 
with the same bonors that were gran to Gen.

THE CAPITULATION. 


Corwallis was obliged to submit to Washing- 
ton's demand for a prompt acceptance of the 
terms offered him, and, at the appointed hour, 
the garrisons at York and Gloucester, the ship- 
ping in the harbor, and ali the ammunition, 
stores, etc., were surrendered, after asiege of 
thirteen days, to the land and naval forces of 
America and France. 

The ceremony on the occasion of the sar- 
render -was exceedingly impressive. 
American army was drawn up on the right 
side of the road leadiug from Yorktown to 
Hampton, and French army on 
left, their lines extending more than a mile in 
length, Washington, upon bis white churger, 
wus at the head of the American column, and 
Rochambeau, upon a powerful bay horse, was at 
the head of the French column. A vast con- 
course of citizens, almost equaling in number 
the military. was assembled from the surround- 
ing country to partivipate in the joy of the 
event. Universal silence prevailed us the van- 
quished troops siowly arched out uf their in- 
trenchments, and, with qoiors cased and drums 
beating, passed between the bolumus of the 
combined armies. The Abbe Robin, a Chaplain 
in the French army, who wrote an interesting 
account of the siege and surrender, says: We 
were all surprised atthe good condition of the 
English troops, as well us the cieanliness of 
dress. Toaccouut for their good appearance 
Cornwallis bad opened ali the stores (about to be 
surrendered) to the soldiers before the capituja- 
tion took place. Each had on a complete new 
suit; but ali their finery served to bumble them 
the more when contrasted with the wiserabie 
appearance of the Americans.” 

Every body was eager to look upon Cornwallis, 
the terror of the South, now that adversity with 
her avenging rod bad at last overtaken the proud 
and hitherto generaily victorious Earl. This 
natural curiosity, bowever, was not to be grati- 
fied. Cornwallis, givi himself up to vexation 
and mortified pride, feigned iliness,and sent 
Gen, O Hara, with bis sword,to lead the van- 
quisbed army to the tield of humiliation. Hav- 
ing arrived at the bead of the tine, Gen. O'Hara 
advanced teward Washington. and, taking off 
bis hat, apologized for the absence of Lord Coru- 
wailis. The Commander-in-Chief pointed bim 
to Gen. Lincolu for directions; and Lincoin must 
at that moment bave feilt compensated in some 
degree for the humiliation of bis own surrender 
at Charleston the previous year. Lincolu con- 
ducted the Royal troops to the field selected for 
laying down 
delivered to bim the sword of Cornwailis. Lin- 
coin reeeived it, and then politely handed it 
back to O'Hara. to be returned to the Karl. 

The delivery of the colors of the regiments, 
twenty-eight in number, was next performed. 
Twenty-eight British Captains, each bearing a 
flag in a case, were drawn up in line. Opposit 
to them, at a distance of six paces, twenty-eight 
Americav Sergeants were placed in line to ro- 
ceive the flags. ‘Ensign lison, of Clinton's 
brigade, the youngest comwissioned officer in 
the army (be only 18 years of age), was ap- 
pointed by Col. Hamilton, the officer of the day, 
to conduct this ceremony. When Wilsou gave 
the order for the British Captains to advance 
two paves to deliver up their colors, and the 
American Sergeants to advance two paces to 
receive them, the former besitated and assigned 
as the reason their unwil@ngness to surrender 
the tlags to non-commisstoned ollicers. Hamil- 
ton, who was at a distance, observed this hesita- 
tion, and rode up to inquire the cause. On being 
apprised of it, he willingly eparéd the feelings 
of the English Captains, and directed Ensign 
Wilson to receive them himself and hand them 
to the Sergeunts. 

When the colors had been surrendered, the 
Royal army proceeded to lay down their arms. 
It was an exceedingly buwmiliating task for the 
captives, as they had been for months enjoying 
a career of ee victory under. their 
able commander, and learned to look upoa 
the rebels with protound contempt. An eye- 
witness of the surrender, Dr. Thatcher, says t 
many of the soldiers threw down their guns on 
the pile with petulant violence; but this exhibi- 
tion of a sullen spimt was promptly checked by 
Gen. Lincoln, 3 

After grounding their arms anc laying off 
their accoutrements, the British troops were 
conducted back to their camp and guarded by a 
sullicient force until they took up their line of 
murch for more permanent quarters in the in- 
terior of Virginia and Maryland. They were 
quartered, some at Winchester, in Virginia, and 
some at Furt Frederick and Fredcricktvuwn, in 
Maryland. Tne latter portion were guarded by 
militia,co anded by Gen. Philip Van Cortiand t. 
Mapy serious quarrels broke out between them 

d their custodians, and for this reason they 

ere romoved to Lancaster, in Pennsylvania, 
and guarded by Contiuental troops. Arrange- 
ments were finally made for the exchange of 
most of them. Coruwallis and others went by 
sea to New York oa parole. 

The loss of the British during the siege of 
Yorktown was 156 killed, 226 wounded, and 70 
missing. 

The whoie numbe? surrendered a capitula- 
tion was a littie over 7.000, making total loss 
about 7.800. The besieging force consisted of 
7,000 American regulars, 4,000 militia, and 5,000 
French—)6,000 in all. Their loss in Killed ang 
wounded during the siege was about 300. The 
artillery and military stores and provisions sur- 
rendered were considerable. ere were 75 
brass and 10) iron cannons, 7,74 muskets, 2 
regimental standards (10 of them Engiish aud 18 
German), a large vantity of cannon-balls, 
bombs, musket-cartridges, etc., etc. There wus 
also ee $11,000 in specie io the military chest. 

On the day succeeding the surrender, Wash- 
ington, in general orders, expressed his appro- 
bation of the conduct of both armies; and, that 
no one might be debarred from participation in 
the universal joy, he ordered that all who were 
under arrest fur any reason should be set at 
liberty. As the next day was Sunday, Divine 
services, with thanksgiving, were directed to be 
held in the several brigades.
